U. S., BRITAIN AND 
FRANCE TO DIVIDE 
ABOUT 74 PER CENT

The United States, 
France 
and 


Britain trday anommced an agree- 
ment with Sweden whereby 
ap- 


proximately 74 per rent of the total 
German assets in Sweden will 
he 


turned over to the three Allies. 


The 
assets were estimated at 


$104.000,000, of which the western 
Allies will get approximately $77,- 
000,000. 
State department officials said 


this was a somewhat better deal 
than the American, British 
and 
French 
governments got out of 


Switzerland on German 
assets. 


The western powers' share In that 
case was held to 50 per cent 
al- 


though they started off by claim- 
Ing that the Swiss had no right to 
keep any German wealth. 


In addition, the official announce- 


ment said, the Swedish government 
has agreed to restore about seven 
tons of gold, valued at about $8,- 
000,000, to the Bank 
of Belgium 


from which It was taken by 
the 


Germans. 


On its part, the United States 


agreed to unblock more than $200,- 
000,000 of Swedish funds In 
this 


country acording to procedure de- 
signed to prevent release any ex- 
enemy wealth hidden under Swed- 
ish accounts.

Selective service told the boards 


not to defer anyone unless he 
Is 


"indispensable and 
irreplaceable 


to the national existence." 


(This means that almost no one 


will have an occupation that can be 
considered deferrable). 


6. But fnrm worker* still 
will 


get the same special consideration 
—>for 
deferment—that 
they 
pot 


through the war. A special section 
of the draft law provide.1! for them. 


(Which means: Defonuent 
for 


farm workers undoubtedly will be 
far 
greater than for any 
other 


kind of work In this country). 


To Review Physical* 


7. Draft boards will review the 


cases of men 19 through 29 who 
have been found physically unfit 
for military service. 


(Which means; Some men now 


excused from military service be- 
cause of poor physical condition 
will find themselves drafted, 
if 


doctors 
think they've improved 


enough to fit requirements). 


8. There's no quota system based 


on age. For instance: Draft boards 
will take whom they can in 
the 


group 19-29, and not try to pick 
just so many of one age, so many 
of another. 


May Draft Veterans 


0. Draft boardu will 
consider 


drafting war veteran; if (A) they 
havo not served outside the United 
States and (B) had less than six 
months military service. 


f Which means: If a man served 


less than six months, but served 
them in the United States, and was 
then discharged, his draft 
board 


mny draft him again. 


(If a man had been in the ser- 


vice only 2 days or r. months or any 
length of time l«v than 6 months 
but had been on active duty only 
as far as three miles outside the 
continental limits of the U. S., he 
wouldn't be drafted). 


Negroes Not Culled 


Some 
misunderstanding 
may 


have ocurred because, while selec- 
tive service was tightening up to 
get more men, the Army suspend- 
ed the enlistment r,f negroes. 


This did not mean that the Ar-

About 140,000 negroe.q have

listed since last fall. Which means: 
One out of eveiy five recruits has 


been a negro. But th« proportion 
of negroes to whites in this coun- 
try Is about 1 to 10. 


The Army wants to keep the pro- 


portion of negroes In the service 
at 1 to 30. So, except for some ne- 
gro specialists, the Army has sus- 
pended the enlistment of negr°cs 
for a while.
